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Putman’s View from 


Tories buck 
the national 
trend and 
tighten grip

MARCUS Fysh has strengthened 
the Conservatives’ grip on South 
Somerset after recording a re¬ 
sounding victory in the General 
Election last Thursday. 

On a day which had seen Con¬ 
servative MPs come under attack 
from Labour and Lib Dem candi¬ 
dates, no one could get near to Mr 
Fysh as the Leave campaigner 
swept up the votes of former UKIP 
voters to win the Yeovil seat with 
a larger majority and share of the 
votes than in 2015. 

Mr Fysh gained 32,369 votes and 
54.5 percent of the total polled, 
14,723 more than second place Lib 
Dem candidate Jo Roundell 
Greene, who ended her first foray 
into national politics with 17,646 
votes (29.7 percent). 

Labour candidate Ian Martin 
finished around 10,000 votes be¬ 
hind the Lib Dems and the Green 
Party and independent candidate 
Katy Pritchard failed to make an 
impact. 

Following his win, Mr Fysh 
said: “We had a great result here 
in South Somerset and I’d like to 
thank everyone who helped with 
our positive campaign. It is a great 
honour to have been supported by 
so many people. My focus will con¬ 
tinue to be making sure our beau¬ 
tiful part of the country is well 


represented in Westminster and I 
am looking forward to working 
with our excellent team of Conser¬ 
vative councillors too on local is¬ 
sues. Thank you to everyone who 
voted for me and to everyone else 
for taking part.” 

Mr Fysh, who is pro-Brexit, did¬ 
n’t face a UKIP challenge and it is 
thought this helped boost his ad¬ 
vantage. 

Speaking afterwards, Mrs 
Roundell Green didn’t rule out 
running at the next general elec¬ 
tion. 

She said: “We’ve done extremely 
well tonight and I’m really looking 
forward to coming back again. I 
think our country is in a bit of a 
mess. They [the Conservatives] 
have based this election on Brexit. 
It hasn’t worked and Mrs May has 
been weakened.” 

In Somerton and Frome, pro- 
Brexit Conservative David War- 
burton was re-elected as MP. He 
also increased his majority, possi¬ 
bly because there was no UKIP 
candidate. 

Mr Warburton finished nearly 
23,000 votes ahead of second 
placed Liberal Democrat Mark 
Blackburn. 

The Conservatives were the 
largest party following the elec¬ 
tion despite losing 13 seats. More 
than 32 million people turned out 
to vote across the country, which 
was 68.7 percent of the electorate.

He added: “We have made the decision to cen¬ 
tralise some distribution, while continuing to 
source our produce from a wide variety of West 
Country producers.

Motorcyclist left in critical 
condition after crash 


A MOTORCYCLIST has been left in a critical con¬ 
dition after a crash on the A3052 between Coly- 
ford and Lyme Regis on Sunday afternoon. 

Police were notified of a two-vehicle crash at 
3.53pm on Sunday, June 11th at Heathfield Cross, 
near the Westhayes Caravan Park, in Rousdon. 

The collision involved a white Iveco Daily Panel 
Van and a white Triumph Dayton 675R motorcy- 
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cle. The Triumph was on the main A3052, head¬ 
ing from the Lyme Regis direction towards Coly- 
ford and the Iveco was emerging from a minor 
road at Heathfield Cross. 

Weather and road conditions at the time were 
believed to be dry with good visibility. 

The Iveco emerged into the carriageway as the 
Triumph was approaching the crossroads, result¬ 
ing in the Triumph hitting the Iveco initially to the 
offside and across the front of the vehicle. 

The rider of the motorcycle suffered serious in¬ 
juries and was airlifted to hospital where he re¬ 
mains in a critical condition. 

Officers from Exeter Roads Policing Team and 
the Serious Collision Investigation Team at¬ 
tended the scene and the road remained closed 
for several hours. 

Police are appealing for further witnesses to

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THE body of a man in his 60s was found on a 
beach near Seaton on Saturday afternoon (June

The police and coastguard were called at 
around 12:20pm after a two members of the pub¬ 
lic discovered the body. 

Part of the beach was cordoned off whilst in¬ 
vestigations were carried out. 

The Lyme Regis RNLI lifeboat was launched 
at 2.35pm to assist coastguards and police in the 
recovery of a body from the beach at Culver- 
hole Point, east of Seaton. 

A team ashore removed the body and the 
lifeboat crew provided a shoreline escort until 
they reached the safety of Axmouth harbour. 
The lifeboat crew returned to Lyme Regis at 
4.20pm. 

No formal identification has yet been carried 
out on the body.

Yeovil man sentenced to more than 
six years after burglaries guilty plea 


A HONITON man has been charged with the 
murder of Philip Ryan, who was found stabbed 
to death at Honiton's Kingdom Hall of Jehovah's 
Witnesses last Tuesday. 

Police have charged Keith Beviss, aged 54, 
who appeared at Exeter Magistrates Court on 
June 8th, where he spoke only to confirm his 
name, address and date of birth 

He was remanded in custody and is due to ap¬ 
pear before the city's crown court on July 6th. 

Police and ambulance crews were called to 
Kingdom Hall in Dowell Street at around 
3.40pm on Tuesday, June 6th. 

On their arrival they found 55-year-old electri¬ 
cian Philip Ryan deceased at the scene. He had 
sustained a number of stab wounds. 

Philip owned Ryan Alarms and Electrical Serv¬ 
ices based in Westward Ho! and lived in the 
North Devon town with his wife Sandra, 56. 

It is understood he was working at the hall 
when he was stabbed. 

The family of Philip Ryan said: "Philip was a 
very kind, gentle and loving husband who will 
be greatly missed by all his family and friends. 

"We are in a state of shock. There aren't any 
words to describe our pain."

“Having your home 
burgled is so distress¬ 
ing and intrusive. 

“We know that often 
the mental and emo¬ 
tional impact far out¬ 
lasts the time it takes 
to clean up and re¬ 
place possessions. 

“I hope that by ad¬ 
mitting his offences 
and engaging with the 
DRR, Mr Spencer is 
able to break his cycle 
of offending. 

“There is support 
out there for those 
with a drug 
habit, and 
we will 
work 



with our partners to 
help those who wish 
to break their depend¬ 
ency and the crime 
cycle they become 
trapped in.

Drink driver was on 
wrong side of road 


A DRUNK motorist has been 
banned after he was caught 
driving on the wrong side of 
the road - because he thought 
he was in Poland. 

Dariusz Stanislaw Cebula, 
50, had been drinking with a 
friend when he got in his car 
to drive home on the right 
hand side of the road, a court 
was told. 

He smashed his Renault 
Scenic into a BMW and was 
discovered by police sitting on 
a nearby bench and barely 
able to stand, it was alleged. 

After being arrested, tests 
revealed he was more than 
three times the drink-drive 
limit and he admitted he 
thought he was in his native 
Poland while driving. 

Cebula, of Chard, pleaded 
guilty to driving after consum¬ 
ing excess alcohol on May 14 
when he appeared before Dis¬ 
trict Judge David Taylor at 
Yeovil. 


Christine Hart, prosecuting, 
said that police were notified 
of a collision on the High 
Street in Chard at 7pm and 
found the defendant’s vehicle 
facing the wrong way. 

“The car had been in colli¬ 
sion with a BMW 5 series and 
had front end damage - and 
fluid was leaking from it,” she 
said. 

“Cebula was sat on a bench 
and said ‘no English’ - and 
spoke with slurred speech, 
smelt of alcohol and his eye¬ 
lids were heavy. 

“He was unsteady on his 
feet and had to sit back down 
on the bench and when he was 
taken to the police station a 
breath test produced a reading 
of 118mcg of alcohol in 100ml 
of breath.” 

When Cebula was inter¬ 
viewed he admitted the of¬ 
fence and said it was him who 
collided with the other car. 

“He said he had got con¬ 


fused while driving like he did 
in Poland and was driving on 
the right hand side of the road 
at the time,” said Miss Hart. 

“However, by the time he re¬ 
alised, it was too late and his 
vehicle was already embedded 
in the BMW.” 

He said that before the inci¬ 
dent he had drunk six or 
seven Polish beers and shared 
a bottle of Lambrini with a 
friend. 

He said at that the time of 
the collision he became con¬ 
fused and thought he was driv¬ 
ing in Poland and conceded he 
should have left his car in a 
car park. 

Cebula was banned from 
driving for 28 months and sen¬ 
tenced to a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order with a requirement 
to carry out 180 hours’ unpaid 
work. 

He was ordered to pay costs 
of £85 and an £85 victim sur¬ 
charge.

A FANTASTIC assortment of dancing, music 
and other attractions is being lined up for this 
weekend’s Petherton Folk Fest at South Pether- 
ton. 

Morris dancers and Appalachian dancing, 
blues, Celtic rock and busking in the pub, 
Punch and Judy, face painting and storytelling, 
and a festival of choirs in the church are just 
some of the events being arranged for the sixth 
festival on Saturday - a day of completely free 
fun and entertainment for people of all ages. 

It will start at 9.45am with a parade into 
South Petherton’s Market Square by morris 
sides and other performers, followed by the tra¬ 
ditional Ceremony of the Glove - which is an 
ancient part of Petherton folklore. 

There will be music and dance in the square 
all day until 6.30pm and visitors can also enjoy 
entertainment in the Blake Hall, The David 
Hall, the Brewers Arms and the grounds and 
interior of St Peter & St Paul’s Church. 

There will also be stallholders located in and 
around Market Square selling food and drink 
as well as local crafts, and refreshments will 
also be served in the church. 

The official opening will be performed at 
10am by Dave Longly who, from the mid-1980s, 
was involved in the hugely successful Pether¬ 
ton Folk Festival that started in the 1970s and 
ran until the late 1990s. He will introduce Ian 
Baker, a member of Petherton Arts Trust, who 
will be MC throughout the day. 

Petherton Folk Fest is continuing a tradition 
that began in 1231. A key part of the event is 
clipping the church when, at noon, a chain of 
people hold hands and surround the church. 

Throughout the day, varied entertainment in 
Market Square will include Irish dance by tal¬ 
ented youngsters from Yetminster, clog and 
belly dancing and, for the first time, Scottish 
country dance and flamenco. 

At 11am, music gigs on the main stage in the 
square will be opened by Velvet & Stone, an 
indie-folk band from Devon who combine rich 
vocals with acoustic guitar, bass riffs, keys and 
violin. Other entertainers on the main stage 
will include singer/songwriter and guitar 


player Phil King, and singer and fiddler Han¬ 
nah Cumming, who will be accompanied on 
double bass by Jon Dyer. 

The Celtic rock and roots four-piece band 
The Dambuskers will close the day’s pro¬ 
gramme with a gig starting at 5.30pm. 

Opening an afternoon of music gigs in The 
David Hall will be Owl in the Sun, a six-piece 
West Country band whose melody-driven songs 
blend shades of contemporary folk, Americana 
and gypsy jazz in a sound which is all their 
own. 

Other performers in The David Hall include 
Somerset-based singer/guitarist Kitty Macfar- 
lane, who is touring this year with Kathryn 
Roberts and Sean Lakeman; Unsung Roots, the 
folk duo featuring Seth Bye and Katie Griffin; 
Jack Cookson, a multi-instrumentalist and 
singer/songwriter who hails from the South 
West; the Somerset-based award-winning folk 
artist Sharon Martin; and Phil Cooper, a con¬ 
temporary singer/songwriter well-known for 
making a real connection with his audience. 

Events for children will take place through¬ 
out the day, starting with a music workshop in 
The David Hall. There will also be a morris 
workshop and puppet show in the Blake Hall 
and maypole dancing, storytelling and a Punch 
and Judy show in the church grounds. 

Pete Wheeler, chairman of the Petherton 
Folk Fest committee, said: “We were really 
pleased with the brilliant support we received 
in 2016 and I feel sure that this year’s event will 
have an even bigger draw. 

“Our objective is to provide entertainment 
for everyone, regardless of age, and the variety 
of events featured in the programme should 
mean that visitors can find something to enjoy 
every minute of the day.” 

The chairman said that a performance by the 
multi-award-winning folk singer Lucy Ward at 
The David Hall on Friday evening would be a 
great way to start the weekend - and for those 
who would like more music in the evening 
after the fest, The Dambuskers will be playing 
in the Brewers Arms at 9pm.

Becky Russell, a Heritage Lot¬ 
tery-funded community ranger, 
said: “Access to nature is proven 
to be hugely beneficial to health 
and wellbeing in adults and chil¬ 
dren. Enabling the adults to partic¬ 
ipate in habitat conservation in 
the outdoors improves physical ac¬ 
tivity levels and mental health. 

“Yeovil Country Park has a 
great deal to offer local community 
groups and is on the doorstep of 
Yeovil, making it easily accessi¬ 
ble.”

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Service of rededication honours RNAS 
Yeovilton crew killed in Harrier crash 


A SERVICE of rededication to remember Lieu¬ 
tenant Andy George and Midshipman Paul Nor¬ 
man, who died in a Sea Harrier crash more 
than 30 years ago, has been held at RNAS 
Yeovilton. 

The service was led by the commanding offi¬ 
cer of RNAS Yeovilton, Commodore Nick Tin- 
dal, in memory of the two men who were killed 
on February 7,1985. 

A T4 twin-seat Sea Harrier training aircraft 
from 899 Squadron at RNAS Yeovilton crashed 
five minutes after take-off - just three miles 
north of the air station - killing both pilots on 
board. 

To commemorate the loss of the aircraft and 
its crew, 899 Squadron planted a memorial tree 
and associated plaque on the air station. 

The tree had been a key part of RNAS Yeovil¬ 
ton’s fabric for many years but unfortunately, 
in storms earlier this year, the original tree was 
severely damaged and had to be removed. 

Personnel of the current RNAS Yeovilton 
Command Building staff set about replacing the 
memorial tree. 

This culminated in a service of remembrance 
and the planting of a replacement memorial 
tree. 

The rededication was attended by members 
of the Norman family, including Tom Norman, 
father of the late Midshipman Norman, as well 
as members of the Sea Harrier Association, 
some of whom were serving on 899 Squadron at 
the time of the crash, and other members of the 
current Yeovilton ship’s company. 

A replacement memorial tree was planted 
alongside the original memorial plaque outside 
the Command Building at RNAS Yeovilton to 
provide a fitting and lasting memorial to mem¬ 
bers of the Fleet Air Arm family who are gone 
but not forgotten. 



Lightning II model 
on show at Air Day 

THE Royal Navy's next-generation carrier strike 
fighter, the F-35 Lightning II, will be represented 
at the RNAS Yeovilton International Air Day on 
Saturday, July 8 with a full-scale model supplied 
by Lockheed Martin. 

The Lightning II is a single-seat, single-engine 
fighter designed for many missions with ad¬ 
vanced, integrated sensors built into every air¬ 
craft. 

Missions that were traditionally performed by 
small numbers of specialised aircraft, such as in¬ 
telligence, surveillance and reconnaissance and 
electronic attack missions, can now be executed 
by a squadron of F-35s, bringing new capabili¬ 
ties to UK Armed Forces. 

The Royal Air Force and Royal Navy plan to op¬ 
erate 138 F-35B short take-off/vertical landing 
aircraft. British pilots and maintainers are already 
embedded within the US Marine Corps and their 
fleet of F-35Bs as part of an Anglo-American 
training programme. The operational test and 
evaluation of the UK's first F-35s is currently tak¬ 
ing place at Edwards Air Force Base, California. 

Meanwhile in the UK, personnel from RNAS 
Culdrose, RAF Marham and HMS Queen Eliza¬ 
beth are well under way with preparations to re¬ 
ceive the new aircraft. It is hoped the first F-35Bs 
will embark on the HMS Queen Elizabeth aircraft 
carrier for trials in the next few years. 

Commander Terry Tyack, of RNAS Yeovilton, 
said: "I am delighted that we will be able to show 
the public a full-scale model of the UK’s Light¬ 
ning II Joint Strike Fighter aircraft at our Interna¬ 
tional Air Day on Saturday, July 8. 

"This aircraft will fly off the Royal Navy's Queen 
Elizabeth Class carriers from 2018 as they safe¬ 
guard the UK's interests well into the future." 

Air Day will provide a great opportunity to see 
first-hand the size and stealthy characteristics 
and hear about the capabilities of the Royal 
Navy's F-35B Lighting II. The full-scale model will 
take its place in the static display alongside 
other iconic fixed-wing carrier aircraft such as 
the Phantom and Sea Harrier.

TWENTY-TWO members of Chard 
Camera Club spent time under¬ 
ground in the renowned Beer Caves 
for an evening of low-light photog¬ 
raphy. 

Armed with cameras and tripods 
the group were accompanied un¬ 
derground by cave staff and taken 
to various locations within the sys¬ 
tem to enable the taking of images 
in the available light. 

The vast man-made complex of 
underground caverns at Beer 
near Seaton was created by cen¬ 
turies of quarrying the famous Beer 
Stone. 

Various locations were used by 
the photography enthusiasts to put 
their own interpretation to the im¬ 
ages they took. 

A club spokesman said: "All in all 
it was a brilliant night and there will 
be many images from it surfacing in 
the future. 

"All thanks go to member Debo¬ 


rah Hammond for organising the 
event and to the staff of the caves 
for their great informative support 
for the night." 

The underground quarry, first 
worked by the Romans, supplied 
stone for 24 cathedrals including 
Exeter and St Paul's, parts of West¬ 
minster Abbey, the Tower of Lon¬ 
don, Hampton Court and Windsor 
Castle. 

Quarried by hand - a small block 
weighing four tonnes - the stone 
was carted on horse-drawn wagons 
and by barges from Beer beach to 
its destination, sometimes involving 
journeys of several hundreds of 
miles. 

The quarry closed around 1920 as 
a new one opposite was opened. 
This closed in 2003, so there is no 
quarrying activity now. 

But there are conducted tours of 
the caves from April until the end of 
October.

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Egg-cellent news for 
Misterton business 



T HE Project is a peer support net¬ 
work that has been set up to sup¬ 
port young people aged from 13 to 
24 with mental health issues, and their 
parents and carers. 

Based in Axminster and Chard, this is 
a free service open to young people and 
their parents and carers from across 
East Devon, South Somerset and West 
Dorset. 

Kerry Cable is a qualified psychother¬ 
apist and mental health support worker 
for The Project, and will write a monthly 
column for this paper. 

In addition to providing ongoing sup¬ 
port for their young clients, Kerry pro¬ 
cesses referrals, creates workshops and 
delivers them in schools across Devon 
and Somerset. 

She is committed to raising awareness 
and eliminating the stigma surrounding 
mental health issues. 

THE subject of mental resilience has fol¬ 
lowed me around since I was a teenager. 
At 14, struggling with anxiety and eating 
problems, I started to wonder why some 
people seem to navigate the traumas of 
life with skilful agility, whereas others 
seem to regularly be left clinging on by 
their fingertips. 

It wasn't until my first year of studying 
psychotherapy that I even discovered the 
term 'mental resilience' - which led me to 
believe that many others may not have 
any concept of it either. 

It seems unbelievable that the educa¬ 
tion system spends hours teaching us 
about how our physical bodies work and 
how they constructed government in me¬ 
dieval England, without covering any¬ 


thing meaningful on the subject of how 
to protect and nurture our minds. 

These skills are essential, especially for 
anyone who hopes to pursue challenging 
life goals and have successful, healthy re¬ 
lationships with the people around them. 

Mental resilience is defined as our abil¬ 
ity to adapt in the face of the challenges 
that life throws at us. 

This can be a very challenging area for 
mental health experts as the only way of 
knowing how resilient you are is if you 
happen to actually experience some ad¬ 
versity. 

That being said, there is something that 
you can do, right now, to tone up your re¬ 
silience muscles and protect yourself 
against what life could potentially throw 
at you next. 

'Gratitude' or 'thankfulness' has, in re¬ 
cent years, been revealed as one of the 
key factors in maintaining a healthy mind 
and improving interpersonal relation¬ 
ships. 

Robert Emmons PhD has conducted a 
number of studies on how keeping a grat¬ 
itude journal can have a huge impact on 
mental and even physical health. 

In 2003, Emmons ran a study that re¬ 
vealed keeping a weekly gratitude journal 
made a huge difference to how positively 
the subjects viewed their lives as a whole 
and how they felt about the upcoming 
week, compared with others who only 
recorded neutral or stressful details. 

Incredibly, they also reported far less 
physical symptoms - showing that grati¬ 
tude can actually improve how your body 
feels too! 

Also, a group of young people involved 
in a daily gratitude study reported feeling 


more focused, alert and determined from 
day-to-day, as well as reporting more in¬ 
cidents where they helped another per¬ 
son or provided them with emotional 
support. 

By being grateful for what we have, 
whether that is the love of a wonderful 
friend or just the ability to get out of bed 
in the morning, we put ourselves into a 
positive state of mind, creating the best 
conditions for wanting to be helpful and 
generous towards others. 

A number of studies have shown that 
supporting others can be as infectious as 
yawning. 

People that saw others being helpful to 
strangers were far more likely to show 
kindness to the people they came across 
later in the day. 

So, the next time you help someone 
pick up the shopping they dropped or let 
them go in front of you in a queue, you 
could be setting off a chain reaction of 
kind behaviour that makes the world a 
happier place. It's a nice thought isn't it? 

How about starting a gratitude journal 
or note jar and reading through them 
when you need a boost of positivity? 

You could include anything from being 
grateful for a sunny morning to giving 
thanks for a kind stranger that helped you 
when you needed it.

Apple Day celebrations 


JUBILEE Wood, donated to the village of Hin¬ 
ton St George in 2012 to commemorate the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee, was the venue for 
Oak Apple Day celebrations on May 29. 

The newly planted wood features more than 
3,000 trees and shrubs and a community or¬ 
chard with 150-plus apple trees. 

Oak Apple Day used to be a public holiday 
created to celebrate the restoration of King 
Charles II in 1660. And although it ceased to be 
a public holiday in the 19th century it is still 
celebrated in many parts of England. 

For the past few years Oak Apple Day has 
been marked by a day of festivities in Jubilee 
Wood on the late-May bank holiday. 

Inspired by these celebrations, two village 
residents, Caroline van den Berg and David 
Adams, donated a special oak tree to the wood. 

This tree was a direct descendant of the fa¬ 
mous Boscobel House Royal Oak in which the 
future King Charles II hid after the battle of 
Worcester in 1651. 

As centrepiece of this year’s Oak Apple Day 
celebrations, Caroline wrote, directed and per¬ 
formed in a special re-enactment of the escape 
of the future King Charles II from the Round- 
heads in 1651. 

Charles, played by Katie Tyszka, arrived on 
horse, accompanied by Colonel Careless, 
played by Tina Cogen. After a brief skirmish 
with Roundheads, Charles hid behind the small 
newly planted Boscobel Oak, making use of a 
stepladder, before escaping to France and fi¬ 
nally returning triumphant as king. 

The event was thoroughly enjoyed by many 
of the 150 or so visitors to Oak Apple Day, and 
is sure to become a regular event at future cel¬ 
ebrations. Maybe one day the tree will be large 
enough for the future king to really hide in.

MOTOR MUSEUM 
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Open day to mark 300 years of Freemasonry 


T he Lodge Virtue and Honor was 
started through the initiative of 
Brother William Tucker, of Cory- 
ton Park, Kilmington in 1844. There had 
been a previous lodge in Axminster 
which had been founded in 1818 but it 
ceased in 1830. It had the same name as 
its successor but its lodge number was 
709. The new lodge was originally num¬ 
bered 725 but changed tom 494 in 1863. 

The first meeting of the reformed lodge 
was held in the George Hotel’s Assembly 
Rooms on March 9th, 1844, and the George 
Hotel would be their home for the next 40 
years. In 1884 the Lodge moved to the Law 
Offices off Trinity Square where it remained 
until 1931 when it transferred to the Plaza 
Cinema. 

From there the Lodge moved to their pre¬ 
sent home, the Lodge Temple, in South 
Street. The move came about because the 
Plaza Cinema had changed hands during 
the war and there was no longer security of 
tenancy at the low rent that had previously 
enjoyed. 

Fortunately, a Brother owned two cottages 
in South Street and he offered this site to the 
Lodge if it would undertake the building of 
the new Lodge Temple. It was a major finan¬ 
cial risk at the time but it would prove to be 
a great success. 

It was, however, a lengthy process. Plan¬ 
ning permission was not applied for until 
1956 and only after a £5,000 mortgage was ob¬ 
tained two years later and work began, the 


Freemasonry is one of the world's oldest 
and largest non-religious, non-political, 
fraternal and charitable organisations. Its 
roots lie in the traditions and ceremonies 
of the medieval stonemasons who built 
our cathedrals and castles. 

The movement is celebrating the Ter¬ 
centenary of The Grand Lodge of England 
with the Lodge of Virtue & Honor Axmin¬ 
ster holding an Open Day on Saturday, 
June 24th (10 am to 3pm). 

To mark the occasion we reproduce 
here an article for Pulman's Weekly News 
in June 2002, written by the late Gerald 
Gosling and Les Berry, on the history of 
the Axminster Lodge. 

foundation stone being laid by Bro. H. S. 
Vince, the owner of the site, on September 
6th 1960, the dedication ceremony being held 
10 months later. 

By that time the Worshipful Master was 
the late Frank Rowe (father of the now retir¬ 
ing secretary Jim Rowe). 

The building work was carried out by local 
builders Messrs R. Moulding & Son with Mr. 
F. S. “Freddie” Kett as architect. 

The founder of Lodge Virtue and Honor, 
William Tucker, was installed as Worshipful 
Master by Worshipful Brother Mosse of the 
Lodge of Unanimity and sincerity (Taunton) 
on March 9th, 1844. At a later meeting, 
among those who were initiated as brothers 
were Mr James Reece (an ironmonger in the 
town), Mr John Cox (master at Oak House 
School), Mr John Payne (a tailor) and Mr 
James Gillman (a letter carrier).

William Tucker died at the early age of 40 
in 1855 and was a Freemason for only 13 
years. But, during that period, he formed 
more work for the movement than most 
members managed in a long lifetime. He 
was a man of great energy and capabilities. 

One of the original officers, Mr John 
Sprague, the Lodge Tyler or outer guard, 
was admirably suited to the post having 
fought with the Duke of Wellington at Wa¬ 
terloo in 1815. On leaving the army he was 
appointed the post of Turnpike gatekeeper 
at the foot of Gammon’s Hill where he lived 
in the toll house. 

It was there that he came to know William 
Tucker and his yarns about his adventures 
during the Peninsular War and at Waterloo 
intrigued Kilmington’s squire so much that 
he invited to join the newly formed lodge as 
Outer Guard, a post he held until 1874 when 
he succeeded by his son-in-law Bro. John 
Wakely who was succeeded in turn in 1898 
by his son-in-law, Bro J. T. Wade who held 
the office until his death in 1937 - a 93- year 
record of service in the same office from one 
family. 

The Lodge’s centenary in 1944 was held at 
their head-quarters on the first floor of the 
Plaza Cinema when many members would 
have been absent on active duty during 
World War Two. Despite that and the strin¬ 
gencies of wartime rationing, brothers sat 
down to an enjoyable tea after a church ser¬ 
vice. Less than two hours after tea they sat 
down to supper. 

Since then the Virtue and Honor Lodge

has continued to quietly serve the commu¬ 
nity in many ways. 

♦ IN 2002 we reported that throughout the 
years, the Freemasonry Movement has been 
labelled as a secretive society. The “Freema¬ 
sonry in the Community Week” was being 
held to demonstrate to the public that it is a 
law abiding and charitable institution 
which they want to share with people in the 
communities they serve.

The garden that inspired a 
book... and an exhibition 


THE LATEST exhibition at Ilminster Arts Centre is an 
artist’s response to the garden created by Katherine 
Swift at Morville Dower House, Shropshire. Having 
been captivated by Katherine’s book The Morville 
Hours and the garden itself, the task of expressing the 
complexity of its historical and horticultural ideas in vi¬ 
sual terms became an ongoing preoccupation for artist 
Maureen Cooper. 

Maureen first visited Morville in 2012, having read 
Katherine Swift’s multilayered account of the creation 
of the garden, the history of the area and her 
own personal story. She arrived at 2 and left 
at 6, “I was hooked!” she confesses, “There 
was something about Katherine’s way of 
looking at the world that chimed with my 
own - a sense of people and places from the 
past and what they mean in our own lives”. 

Since that first visit Maureen has returned 
monthly between April and September 
every year. Her photographs and Polaroids 
of the garden became starting points 
for digital images, paintings and mixed 
media work that reflect the garden’s 
structure and its wildness, as well as its 
seasonal changes. 


Maureen says of her approach: “I take photographs, 
but these isolated images hold one, framed moment and 
can only relate to each other in terms of overlap or in¬ 
formation provided by the viewer. This point of disloca¬ 
tion and fractured memory, where each image makes 
sense in isolation but resonates with others to make an 
internal landscape is where I begin”.

for the sailors. This 
worked a treat. 

Race Two saw John 
Steels from Starcross 
YC put huge pressure 
on local sailor Frost all 
the way, until rather 
surprisingly, a gust on 
the penultimate lap 
tripped Steels up dur¬ 
ing a tack resulting in a 
swim. 

He recovered to finish 
second, with Frost first 
and Thompson third.
